By South Georgia County Agents

VALDOSTA, Ga., dan, 8. 
Better pasture lands—something that 
is badly needed in south Georgia— 
may result from farmers contracting 
with the government to reduce to- 
bacco and cotton acreages for 1934, 
if aims of county agents in this sec- 
tion are achieved. 

Farmers have already «contracted 
with the government to reduce their 
bricht-leaf tobacco acreage for 1934 
and the sign-up campaign to reduce 
their cotton crops is now under way. 

County agents are urging farmers 
to plant lespedeza and other soil- 
building crops which also afford good 
pasturage on land they are taking out 
of tobacco and cotton production. — 

In view of the fact that cattle rais- 
ing is becoming more important in 
this section, it has been pointed out 
that the best stock can be raised on 
good pasture lands. Blooded Here- 
fords. Black Angus, Jersey and other 


breeds are becoming more numerous 
yearly in south Georgia as farmers 


build: their herds. 

Establishment of better pasture 
lands will do much toward improving 
the cattle industry in sonth Georgia, 
county agents claim. Lespedeza, 
which will thrive on lands on which 
most* crops will not grow so well, is 
a clover-like plant which is good for 
cattle and hogs. Animals eat the 
tops of the plants and the roots fur- 
nish valuable plant food to the soil. | 

Many farmers of south Georgia 
have paid little attention to pasture 
lands and have counted on their berds 
to get the best food they can from 
woods and the open range. Lespedeza 
requires no cultivation and if it is 
sown in oat fields or where other 
crops will soon be used for grazing, 
the cattle will mash the seed into the 
soil by. walking on it, county agents 
say.

REALTY TAX DROP 


SEEN IN COLUMBUS 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Jan. 8.—A drop 
of $400,000 in realty values for taxa- 
tion purposes in Columbus was pre- 
dicted at a special meeting of the 
city commissioners for an advance 
study of the city budget. Since 1930, 
a shrinkage in realty values has been 
evident each year and now amounts 
to several million dollars. 

The tax rate in the city is 18 mills 
on a dollar.

He was 17 years old. Two years later he was worth more | 

than a million. 

He went back to England and entered Oxford. His 
health sent him back to South Africa that same year. 
Three years later he tried again. 

He went into politics. He built empires and tore them | 
down. He started wars and stopped them. He was frail and | 
sick but his will seemed to be strong enough to carry him | 
through everything. The Boer war justified his policy of im- | 
perialism. 

Disease finally conquered him. But he left, through 
his will, the fund which sends Oxford scholars from all 
the English-speaking world.

PLEASE COACHES 


Southeastern and Southern confer- 
ence football coaches say 92 per cent 
of their games last fall were han- 
dled satisfactorily by the officials. 

The annual report of the Southern 
Football Officials’ Association. com- 
posed of data contributed by coaches, 
shows an increase in well-handled 
games over the past year. Last sea- 
son’s high mark compares with 87 
per cent of all games handled well 
in 1932 and 84 per cent in 19931. 

All coaches are asked to classify 
the work of every official in their 
games in one of six divisions: Ex- 
cellent, very good, good, satisfactory. 
fair and poor. Only 8 per cent of all 
games were listed as “fair” or “poor” 
last fall. 

During 1933 the officials called 
nearly 450 less fouls than in either 
of the previous two seasons. In con- 
nection with this decrease, the offi- 
cial report, edited by A. R. Hutchens, 
of Lake Wales, Fla., secretary of the 
officials’ association, says: 

“While all interested in football 
will welcome any decrease in unnec- 
essary penalties and must give credit 
to coaches whose players do not foul, 
the question which officials must an- 
swer is whether or not the conspic- 
uous drop in penalties for holding,

North: Carolina Boy 
Praises Georgia Eleven;

Not that he deems it a matter of 
such great importance, but Bob Las- 
siter, captain of Yale's 1933 football 
team and a Rhodes scholarship candi- 
date from North Carolina, would like 
to deny a remark recently attributed 
to him, that he and his teammates 


“played football for fun and not to 
win,” during the past season. 
Lassiter, a tall, rangy young ‘man 
scholarly bearing and decidedly 
pleasant withal, was approached about > 
the matter soon after he emerged 
from a hotel room, where he and 11 
other students from six southern states 
were being examined, one at a time, by 
the Rhodes committee. 

TELLS ABOUT IT. 

“Sure, that’s all right, I don’t mind 
telling you all about it,” the Yale 
captain stated after ‘question No. 1 
had been fired at him, or it might 
have been question No. 100. as the 
Kthodes committee already had asked 
him something like 99 about every- 
thing else but the Yale football team. 

Lassiter pulled at a cigaret to 
soothe his taut nerves, which he frank- 
ly confessed. were put to the test by 
the ordeal of facing the committee, 
A Rhodes scholarship exam is no 
suap.

Lassiter talked in calm, even tones 
and on the whole, dispassionately, 
about the matter.

CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—(#)—Grain 
prices averaged higher today with corn 
showing more of a sustained upward 
tendency than was the case regarding 
wheat. 

Leading trade authorities empha- 
sized that largely as a result of gov- 
ernment loan operations as to corn, 
the market arrivals of that grain have 
rapidly become sub-normal, and are 
below current requirements. 

Despite a late reaction because of 
a setback in wheat, corn closed firm 
at the same as Saturday’s finish to 
1-4 cent higher, wheat unchanged to 
3-8 lower, oats 1-8 to 3-8 up, and pro- 
visions: varying from 7 cents decline 
to a rise of 20 cents. 

Wheat at first responded to unusual 
strength of the cotton market and 
to indications of better demand from 
domestic flour mills. There were also 
reports of likelihood of severe crop 
damage to Canada this season from 
the migratory species of grasshoppers. 
Late setbacks in wheat values were 
attributed to lack of any stimulating 
Washington developments, especially 
in regard to monetary conditions. 

Provisions were irregular, with lard 
showing a decline because of accumu- 
lating stocks.

Mrs Troy Rucker, in Letter, 
Asks That Miss Lucy 
Wood Be Reinstated. 


Protest against the transfer of Miss 
Lucy Wood, home demonstration 
agent, from Fulton county, to Athens, 
and an appeal for her reinstatement 
as Fulton agent were sounded Mon- 
day in a letter to The Constitution 
from Mrs. Troy Rucker, president of 
the Fulton county home demonstra- 
tion council. 

Mrs. Rucker asked that the state- 
ment in the “cross sections’ column 
of The Constitution recently thot Miss 
Wood had “resigned” be corrected to 
read “transferred.” Miss Wood, it 
was explained at the courthouse, was 
transferred to Athens but’ declined to 
accept the transfer and is now con- 
nected with the Imperial hotel. 


Harry L. Brown, acting director of 

extension work, said that Miss Wood 
had been transferred, but referred in- 
quiries .o George F. Longino, chair- 
man of the Fulton county commission, 
who declined to comment on the mat- 
ter. 
In her letter, Mrs. Rucker charged 
that “we havé every reason to be- 
lieve that jealousy and political pull 
is the cause of the board’s action. A 
really capable agent would be too 
handicapped under present conditions 
to do the women of this country much 
good.

Mrs. Rucker said that the commis- 
sioners declined to give the council 
an explanation of the transfer and 
placed responsibility on Brown, but 
refused to indorse her reinstatement.
